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Continuation of 10. Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): Under the heading, "Status of Amendments", 
applicants should only list amendments filed subsequent to the final rejection from which applicants are appealing. In this case there are 
no amendments filed after the final rejection. Under the heading, "Summary of Claimed Subject Matter", it would be helpful if applicants 
noted the filing date of any amended subject matter they wish to reference so that the Board members may be better able to locate it. 
Under the heading, "Argument", applicants need a heading just for the ground of rejection and and a sub-heading or sub-headings under 
the heading for the claims being argued as a group or seperately. At times it appears that applicants are attempting to argue independent 
claims seperately implying the necessity of multiple sub-headings for, at least, the independent claims and their dependents. Another point 
that should be made clear in applicants' arguments section is that when applicants are relying on an amenedment to their original 
disclosure to support their argument and/or claim language, the fact that the amendment supports their argument and/or claim language 
and not the original disclosure should be made clear as well as the date the amendment was filed. 
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
